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INTRODUCTION. 


There  are  two  objects  to  be  sought  in  the  work  of  teach- 
ing language.  One  object  is  to  familiarize  the  pupil  with  the 
forms  and  idioms  of  the  language  and,  by  daily  use  of  the 
same,  to  develop  the  habit  of  using  them  in  preference  to 
incorrect  forms.  The  other  object  is  to  develop  the  power 
to  express  associate  thought  in  clear  and  concise  English. 
Although  the  last-named  object  is  by  far  the  more  important 
one,  yet  every  one  recognizes  that  for  the  masses  of  children 
some  drill  to  teach  forms  and  idioms  is  necessary.  To  accom- 
plish this  object,  a  systematic  and  persistent  drill  is  given  in 
the  tablets  solely  for  this  purpose.  Occasional  use  of  cor- 
rect forms  is  not  sufficient.  If  the  use  of  them  is  to  become 
a  fixed  habit,  that  habit  must  be  the  result  of  constant  use 
under  careful  and  intelligent  guidance. 

A  large  part  of  all  ungrammatical  expressions  in  common 
use  may  be  grouped  under  a  limited  number  of  topics. 
Prominent  among  these  are  : 

The  use  of  this,  that,  these,  and  those. 

The  use  of  the  verb  be  in  its  various  forms,  and  especially 
when  the  sentence  begins  with  there. 

The  use  of  has  and  have  without  got  to  denote  posses- 
sion. 

The  use  of  the  irregular  verbs. 

The  use  of  may  instead  of  can  in  asking  and  granting 
permission. 
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The  use  of  the  comparative  and  superlative  forms  of  ad- 
jectives and  adverbs. 

The  use  of  the  defective  verb  ought. 

The  use  of  who  and  whom,  especially  in  questions. 

The  agreement  of  a  verb  with  its  subject. 

The  agreement  of  a  pronoun  with  its  antecedent. 

An  effort  has  been  made  to  give  sufficient  drill  on  these 
topics,  throughout  the  course,  to  impress  them  thoroughly 
on  the  mind. 

At  first  glance,  the  attention  will  be  attracted  to  the  fre- 
quency of  the  lessons  in  which  is,  are,  was,  were,  has,  and 
have  are  to  be  supplied.  On  closer  examination,  however, 
it  will  be  seen  that  in  some  of  these  lessons  these  words  are 
used  with  nouns,  in  others  with  pronouns,  and  in  others  when 
the  sentence  begins  with  there. 

Teachers  will  notice  carefully  the  method  of  teaching  the 
correct  use  of  the  irregular  verbs.  It  is  believed  that  this 
plan  is  entirely  new,  and  yet  it  is  so  simple  that  children 
easily  acquire  the  power  of  using  them  correctly.  Teachers 
know  that  the  use  of  irregular  verbs  is  a  source  of  numerous 
errors,  both  on  the  part  of  children  and  grown  people.  These 
errors  occur  mainly  in  the  use  of  the  past  tense  and  those 
forms  requiring  the  fourth  part,  or  past  participle,  of  the 
verb.  Constant  drill  is  given  on  these  forms,  and  it  has  been 
proved  by  use  that  it  is  sufficient  to  develop  a  fixed  habit  of 
using  them  correctly.  Teachers  are  also  asked  to  examine  the 
methods  of  teaching  the  correct  use  of  the  forms  of  adjectives. 

To  accomplish  the  more  important  object  in  language  work, 
efforts  have  been  made  to  prepare  a  systematic  course  in  nar- 
rative, reproduction,  description,  letter-writing,  and  stories 
from  pictures.  Teachers  will  judge  of  the  merit  of  this  work 
after  a  careful  examination  and  use  of  the  same. 
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The  subject  of  spelling  is  of  necessity  closely  associated 
with  work  in  language.  The  usefulness  of  knowing  how  to 
spell  is  limited  mainly  to  what  one  writes.  A  person's  spell- 
ing is  limited  to  his  spoken  vocabulary  ;  that  is,  he  writes  only 
the  words  he  uses  orally.  It  is,  therefore,  a  waste  of  time 
and  energy  to  attempt  to  teach  a  child  a  long  list  of  words; 
which  mean  nothing  to  him,  which  he  does  not  need,  and 
which  he  does  not  and  cannot  use.  Nearly  all  the  spelling 
that  it  is  necessary  or  even  desirable  for  children  to  know 
should  be  learned  in  connection  with  their  work  in  language. 
The  lessons  aim  to  give  the  pupil  the  mastery  of  a  good  vo- 
cabulary. At  the  beginning  of  each  lesson  are  found  the 
new  words  that  may  occur  in  that  lesson.  There  are  in  all 
about  fourteen  hundred  words,  exclusive  of  the  words  that 
will  be  needed  in  the  work  in  narrative,  reproduction,  descrip- 
tion, letter-writing,  and  stories  from  pictures. 

Simple  things  in  punctuation  and  capitalization  can  be 
mastered  by  children,  but  they  should  be  learned  from  prac- 
tice. Children  should  discover  the  rules  from  the  correct 
use,  rather  than  first  learn  rules  and  then  try  to  apply  them. 
In  fact,  it  matters  little  whether  they  know  any  rules,  if  they 
know  the  correct  use.  Throughout  this  course  of  lessons, 
they  have  constant  practice  on  the  simpler  uses  of  punctua- 
tion marks  and  capital  letters. 

There  is  no  incorrect  work  to  be  corrected,  not  a  rule  to 
be  learned,  and  no  technical  grammar  in  the  lessons.  This 
thought  has  been  most  prominent  in  their  preparation :  "  We 
learn  to  do  by  doing,  and  we  form  a  fixed  habit  of  do- 
ing the  right  by  repeatedly  doing  the  right."

DIRECTIONS  FOR  THE  USE  OF  THE  TABLETS. 

Be  sure  that  pupils  know  every  new  word  before  they 
write. 

Have  them  copy  the  words  at  the  head  of  the  lesson  before 
doing  the  other  work. 

Notice  carefully  all  directions  at  the  head  of  the  lessons  in 
the  tablets. 

In  those  lessons  where  words  are  to  be  supplied  in  blank 
spaces,  pupils  are  to  write  the  whole  sentence  each  time. 

The  direction  is  often  given  to  complete  sentences,  a  part 
of  which  is  given.  In  these  also  they  are  to  write  the  whole 
sentence. 

They  are  often  directed  to  copy  sentences  and  make  a 
specified  change.  Lead  them  to  do  this  work  carefully  and 
make  other  changes  that  are  necessary. 

Often  have  pupils  go  over  the  lesson  orally,  thus  appealing 
to  the  two  senses  of  sight  and  hearing  to  impress  the  forms. 

In  the  written  work,  train  pupils  to  look  at  the  sentence 
and  then  write  the  whole  of  it  without  looking  at  it  again. 
In  the  original  work,  train  them  to  think  the  whole  sentence 
before  they  begin  to  write  it. 

Keep  a  list  of  misspelled  words  and  occasionally  drill  the 
class  on  them  until  they  know  them  thoroughly. 

Review  oral  lessons  often,  and  be  sure  that  the  children 
know  the  reason  for  using  one  form  in  preference  to  another. 

Review  the  parts  of  the  irregular  verbs  often. 

In  all  written  work,  train  pupils  to  think  that  they  must 
not  write  a  word  unless  they  know  it.  Write  on  the  board 
all  new  words  that  they  may  need  in  the  work  in  narration, 
reproduction,  description,  letter-writing,  and  picture  stories. 
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Neglect  none  of  the  work.  The  teacher  may  be  in- 
clined to  give  undue  attention  to  the  work  of  teaching  forms 
to  the  partial  or  entire  neglect  of  the  more  important  work. 
The  results  in  the  former  work  will  doubtless  be  more  satis- 
factory at  first,  but  persistent  and  intelligent  effort  in  the 
work  of  narration,  description,  reproduction,  and  letter-writ- 
ing will  surely  result  in  increased  language  power.  The 
teacher  should  anticipate  the  work  that  is  coming  in  these 
lines  and  carefully  prepare  for  it.  In  this  work,  always  en- 
courage oral  language.  We  need  to  talk  well  as  much  as 
we  need  to  write  well.  In  fact,  our  power  of  language  shows 
itself  more  in  what  we  speak  than  in  what  we  write.  In 
writing,  we  can  select  our  words  leisurely  and  then  revise,  if 
we  desire.  But  in  speaking,  we  must  have  the  power  of 
selecting  the  appropriate  word  instantly. 

The  teacher  may  find  it  desirable  to  substitute  other  sub- 
jects in  the  work  in  narration,  or  modify  the  work  in  other 
ways  ;  also  to  change  or  simplify  some  of  the  work  in  descrip- 
tion and  reproduction.  Do  this,  if  necessary,  but  do  not 
omit  it. 

Where  the  tablets  are  used  in  graded  schools,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  the  first  and  second  be  used  for  second  year 
work.  In  the  third  year,  review  the  second  tablet  and  use 
third  and  fourth.  In  the  fourth  year,  review  fourth  and  use 
fifth  and  sixth. 


Directions  for  the  Use  of  Dictation  Exercises. 

The  dictation  exercises  are  prepared  to  give  additional 
practice  in  everything  that  the  pupil  does  from  the  tablets. 
They  are  made  up  of  sentences,  not  single  words,  and  no 
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word  appears  in  a  dictation  exercise  that  is  not  given  in  the 
corresponding  lesson  on  the  tablet  or  in  some  preceding 
lesson.  These  exercises  are  not  numbered  consecutively, 
because  there  is  not  a  dictation  exercise  for  every  lesson  on 
the  tablet.  Do  not  give  a  dictation  exercise,  until  the  pupils 
have  taken  the  corresponding  lesson  on  the  tablet.  When 
there  is  no  dictation  exercise  to  correspond  to  a  lesson  on 
the  tablet,  give  a  review  exercise. 

Teachers  should  read  the  work  for  dictation  clearly  and 
distinctly,  and  but  once.  Pupils  must  be  trained  to  hear  as 
well  as  to  use  their  other  senses.
